Continuing his commitment to restoring
the health of the Chesapeake Bay, Gover-
nor Parris N. Glendening signed an execu-
tive order Nov. 14 instructing the Mary-
land Department of the Environment (MDE)
to develop and implement an Enhanced
Nutrient Removal (ENR) policy for waste-
water treatment plants. The ENR policy will
achieve 40 percent of the nitrogen reduc-
tion necessary to meet the new 2010 goal
announced at the Chesa-
peake Bay Executive Council
meeting two weeks ago.

“This Executive Order will
jump-start Maryland’s efforts
as we continue to set the pace
for the restoration of the
Chesapeake Bay,” said Gov-
ernor Glendening. “With En-
hanced Nutrient Reduction,
we will significantly reduce
the amount of nitrogen and
phosphorus coming out of our waste treat-
ment plants. Today, Maryland takes a ma-
jor step forward towards meeting our goals
and insuring a legacy of environmental pro-
tection for our children of which we can all
be proud.”

The Chesapeake 2000 Agreement was
signed by the Governors of Maryland,
Pennsylvania and Virginia, the Mayor of
Washington D.C., and the U.S. Environ-
mental Protection Agency Administrator.
The agreement is a blueprint for the pro-
tection and restoration of the Bay, with a
goal by 2010, of improving water quality so
that living resources can thrive.

Effective immediately, the key require-

ments of the Executive Order are as fol-
lows:

• The Maryland Department of the Envi-
ronment (MDE) shall develop and imple-
ment an enhanced nutrient removal (ENR)
policy for wastewater treatment plants to
further reduce nutrient loads toward a goal
of reaching 3 mg/l for nitrogen and 0.3 mg/
l for phosphorus wherever feasible and
within time frames envisioned in the 2000

Chesapeake Bay Agreement.
• By December 31, 2002, MDE

shall prepare a draft report strat-
egy to implement the ENR
policy for public review by lo-
cal governments, wastewater
utilities, the Tributary Teams,
and other stakeholders.

• By the end of 2003, the De-
partment of Natural Resources
(DNR) shall prepare a draft re-
port documenting the nitrogen

and phosphorus loading reduction goals
that must be achieved by all sources in
Maryland in order to meet the restoration
goals of the Chesapeake Bay 2000 agree-
ment.

• By the end of 2003, MDE shall publish
the final ENR strategy documenting the
costs and feasibility elements of the 2002
draft strategy as well as recommendations
for State grant and loan funds to provide
incentives for all facilities to develop treat-
ment plant designs capable of achieving
the enhanced wastewater treatment goals.

• By the end of 2003, DNR shall publish
Maryland’s comprehensive, statewide

Order will dramatically cut
nutrient loads to state waters

Students from Montgomery and Carroll

counties took top honors in Maryland’s
first ever “Rethink Recycling” sculpture
contest, an event to celebrate America Re-
cycles Day, a national program that pro-

motes recycling, source reduction, reuse,
and the purchase of recycled content prod-
ucts. Maryland’s Department of the Envi-
ronment (MDE) hosts America Recycles
Day activities annually.

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Maryland sues EPA over change
to clean air laws

Making good on a July promise, Gover-
nor Parris N. Glendening and Attorney Gen-
eral J. Joseph Curran, Jr. announced Nov.
22 that Maryland will file a federal lawsuit
against the U.S. Environmental Protection
Agency (EPA) challenging new rules an-
nounced by EPA that will weaken the Clean
Air Act.

The changes in the Clean Air Act an-
nounced by the Bush Administration would
allow many industrial facilities, including
coal-fired power plants, to escape review
under the New Source Review provision of
the Clean Air Act. New Source Review

(NSR) requires industrial facilities to add
modern pollution controls when they are
upgraded or modified.

“It is unacceptable that the EPA wants
to relax key provisions of the Clean Air Act,
like the New Source Review program,” said
Governor Glendening.  “Maryland’s air
quality is greatly affected by pollution float-
ing in from other states.  On Maryland’s
worst air pollution days, well over half of
the pollutants can come from power plants
and other sources in upwind states. Weak-
ening air pollution laws will allow those
states to continue to poison our citizens
and the Chesapeake Bay.”

The lawsuit will allege that EPA is ex-

ceeding its authority and violating Con-
gressional intent by enacting rules that
weaken the Clean Air Act. When Congress
passed the act in 1970, its intention was to
improve the environment and protect pub-
lic health by lowering levels of pollution.
The new rules announced by EPA would
allow air pollution levels to rise.

Currently, approximately 90 percent of
Maryland residents live in non-attainment
areas and breathe air in violation of the
health standard for ozone. EPA analysis of
the transport of ozone into Maryland
found that 11 jurisdictions outside of
Maryland’s boundaries significantly con-

Businesses for the Bay, a voluntary pro-

gram promoting pollution prevention at fa-
cilities throughout the Chesapeake Bay wa-
tershed, held its annual meeting in Linthicum,
Maryland November 12-13 and recognized
the outstanding environmental accomplish-
ments of area organizations.  The conference
also addressed the concept of “zero release,”
a goal established in the Chesapeake 2000
Agreement and the Toxics 2000 strategy.

These documents state, “Through con-
tinual improvement of pollution prevention
measures and other voluntary means, strive
for zero release of chemical contaminants
from point sources, including air sources.”

Businesses for the Bay members from
around the watershed spoke at the meeting
about their commitment to continual im-
provement and the progress they’ve made
toward zero release.  William McDonough,
the event’s keynote speaker, reinforced this
sense of responsibility with his presentation
on the   development of sustainable build-
ings, products, and systems.

McDonough, who was named Time
Magazine’s “Hero for the Planet” in the late
’90s,  spoke about the numerous projects he
is involved in around the world that are mod-
eled on the effectiveness of natural systems.
He encouraged members to think beyond
“zero release” to “positive release,” where
the air and water emissions of a building or
process are cleaner than their inputs.

Businesses for the Bay continues to ex-
pand its membership and post greater pollu-
tion prevention results each year.  With 500
members (120 from Maryland), the program
is well on its way to meeting a goal of 1,000
members by 2005.   Participants have reported
reducing and recycling more than 5.8 billion
pounds of waste at a cost savings of over $54
million since the program’s inception in 1996.

Ten organizations were recognized for their
successes:  Scuderi Auto Body, Rockville,
Maryland, K & L Plating Company, Inc.,
Lancaster, PA, Eaton Aeroquip Corporation,
Williamsport, MD, Wenger’s Feed Mill, Inc.,
Rheems, PA, Procter & Gamble Paper Prod-
ucts Company, Mehoopany, PA, Lockheed
Martin Naval Electronics & Surveillance
Systems-Marine Systems, Baltimore, MD,
Department of Health and Human Services,
National Institutes of Health, Bethesda,
Maryland, U.S. Army Transportation Cen-
ter and Fort Eustis, VA, Southern States
Cooperative, Inc., Chesapeake, Virginia, and
Osram Sylvania Inc., Towanda, PA.  The 2002
Businesses for the Bay Mentor of the Year
Award went to Bill Achor of Wenger’s Feed
Mill.

  The following highlights some of the ac-
tivities of the Maryland award winners.

Scuderi Auto Body of Rockville, Mary-
land won the Significant Achievement Award
for Small Business.  This shop,  highlighted
in the August 2002 issue of the
MDEnvironment, worked with D & M Dis-
tributors to design and develop a paint spray
gun cleaning system called the Bonny Mar-
lin System.  This system eliminates the use
of lacquer thinner, which produces toxic sol-
vents, hazardous air pollutants, hazardous

waste, flammable materials and volatile or-
ganic compounds (VOCs).   Scuderi Auto
Body also adopted an Environmental Policy
Statement that is posted for all employees to
read and created written objectives and tar-
gets to address environmental impacts.

Eaton Aeroquip Corporation’s facility in
Williamsport, MD received the Outstanding
Achievement Award for Small Business.  The
plant manufactures custom profile-extruded
plastics and is ISO 14001-certified. Their P2
activities include a process change that elimi-
nated the disposal of used resin and the cre-
ation of an “Air Champions” program that
encourages employees to find, fix and report
air leaks in order to improve the energy effi-
ciency of their air compressors. The plant
also recycles over 20,000 pounds per year of
mixed paper, aluminum cans, cardboard, ink
cartridges and wood.

Lockheed Martin Naval Electronics & Sur-
veillance Systems-Marine Systems of Balti-
more, Maryland won the Outstanding
Achievement Award for Large Business.
This facility is ISO 14001certified, a member
of EPA’s prestigious Performance Track Pro-
gram, and an active member in Clean Air Part-
ners, an organization whose members com-
mit to taking measures to reduce air emis-

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Ask

Q.  I plan on giving a computer as a holi-
day gift this year.  What should I do with
the old computer?

A.  Computers and other electronic items
can be recycled instead of thrown away.
Computers, televisions and other electron-
ics often contain toxic materials like lead,
mercury and chromium, so simply throw-
ing them in the garbage is not the most
environmentally friendly thing to do.  Elec-
tronics like computers are a growing part
of the waste stream.  The Maryland De-
partment of the Environment has partnered
with the U.S. Environmental Protection
Agency, other states, local governments
and private industry to launch an electron-
ics collection and recycling called the
eCycling Project.

If the electronics you have are still func-
tional you may be able to donate them to a
school or nonprofit group.  In addition to
keeping the toxics out of the landfill, this
can help support those in need.

Even if they are no longer working, there
are several options available for recycling
your old electronics.  As part of MDE’s
eCycling program Montgomery, Howard,
Prince George’s and Wicomico counties
have established permanent collection fa-
cilities.  These facilities only accept elec-
tronics from county residents and each has
its own rules regarding the types of elec-
tronics they will accept.  You can find more
information about these facilities on MDE’s

In addition to these permanent collec-
tion centers, MDE and partners in the
eCycling program sponsor collection
events at locations throughout the state.
Check MDE’s web site for updates to the
schedule.  There are also a number of busi-

Chesapeake Bay Tributary Nutrient Reduc-
tion Strategy that shall address all nutrient
load reductions from all sources.

The ENR policy established by this Ex-
ecutive Order will utilize technological ad-
vances in Biological Nutrient Reduction
(BNR) to enhance Maryland’s Chesapeake
Bay region-leading nutrient reduction pro-
gram by preventing an additional 7.5 mil-
lion pounds of nitrogen and 220,000
pounds of phosphorus from entering the
Bay from wastewater treatment plants each
year.

Already, the major wastewater treatment
plants in Maryland - which contribute more
than 98-percent of the State’s total sewage
flow to the Chesapeake Bay - have either
installed or have signed agreements for the
installation of BNR technology. To date,
BNR technology already implemented at
plants in Maryland has removed 14 million
pounds of nitrogen and 1.4 million pounds
of phosphorus. The Patuxent River, which
was the first river in the Chesapeake Bay
watershed to have fully implemented BNR
technology, has seen significant improve-
ments in water quality. Bay grasses, which
once carpeted the shoreline, are beginning
to return in the Bay’s upper reaches.

“In the Patuxent watershed, we have

demonstrated that reducing nutrient dis-
charges from wastewater treatment plants
can significantly improve water quality,”
said Bernie Fowler, former state senator and
longtime champion of improving water qual-
ity in the Patuxent River. “While it is clear
that more still needs to be done, we have
shown that it is within our power to restore
the health of the Patuxent River and the
Chesapeake Bay. These wastewater treat-
ment plant reductions are a giant step in
the right direction and will play an impor-
tant role in achieving our goals.”

Funding the upgrades required to meet
the new standards will require a combina-
tion of State grants and loans, and local
and federal funding. The cost for the aver-
age household is expected to be between
$5 and $14 per year on their wastewater
bill.

Throughout the Chesapeake Bay water-
shed and in Maryland, wastewater treat-
ment plants are the second largest source
of nutrient pollution, following agriculture.
Achieving the remaining portion of the
nutrient reduction goals will require reduc-
tions including reducing run off from farms
and urban areas, improved septic systems,
and reducing air pollution from automo-
biles.

Fall has given way to winter but each sum-

mer thousands of Marylanders head to the
beach for a break from the daily grind. The
last thing on their minds is whether the qual-
ity of the water that they will visit is actually
safe to enjoy. It is often taken for granted
that the sand and water treasured by so many
is pristine, unspoiled or at least free of haz-
ards.

Fortunately in Maryland, county health
departments, in conjunction with the Mary-
land Department of the Environment (MDE),
are responsible for sampling and monitoring
Maryland’s permitted beaches. They collect
samples and test for bacteria that may point
to the presence of fecal pollution.  If the re-
sults show that there may be health risks
associated with swimming or other contact
with the water, public advisories or, where
necessary, closures can be implemented.

 Microbial pathogens - disease causing
organisms - can be lurking unnoticed in wa-
ter that appears crystal clear and pure, seem-
ingly unaffected by human and wildlife ac-
tivity.  Pollution sources that pose the high-
est risk to swimmers include sewage spills
and overflows, sewer-line breaks, and dis-
charges from combined sewers.  Luckily,
these are uncommon sources and easily rec-
ognized. Other sources of fecal contamina-
tion include malfunctioning septic systems,

and wildlife.
Bacteria, viruses, and protozoa (most no-

tably those that proliferate in the intestines
and feces of humans and wildlife) sometimes
find there way into surface waters.  Gastro-
enteritis and non-gastrointestinal diseases
such as respiratory, ear, eye, and skin infec-
tions are the most likely to occur from swim-
ming in polluted waters.

In response to the need to standardize
monitoring plans and risk communication
nationwide, the U.S. Environmental Protec-
tion Agency (EPA) announced its BEACH
program in 1997, opening a new chapter in
efforts to protect the swimming public.

The Beaches Environmental Assessment
and Coastal Health Act  (BEACH), an amend-
ment to the Clean Water Act, was signed
into law in 2000.  The BEACH Act addresses

coastal recreational waters and public health
risk associated with human contact with po-
tential pathogens in sewage-contaminated
waters. The main scope of the BEACH Act
is to standardize monitoring, water quality
standards, data management, and public
notification of the risk to swimmers.

To support this new program, the BEACH
Act directs the EPA to distribute grant money
to states and tribes to develop and imple-
ment programs that satisfy the guidelines
under the Beach Act.  To aid in this effort,
the EPA, with input from state and county
health departments nationwide, developed
a guidance document, “The National Beach
Guidance and Performance Criteria for
Grants,” which was finalized in June 2002.
This document serves as a template for state
and local agencies to develop new or im-
proved beach monitoring and public notifi-
cation programs.

In the first round of funding, MDE was
successful in receiving  $57,000 to begin da-
tabase development for all Maryland
beaches and to hire staff to assist in coordi-
nating this effort.  In a July ceremony in
Ocean City, the second round of funding
was awarded. MDE Technical & Regulatory
Services Administration Director Robin
Grove accepted a check for $276,068,
Maryland’s allotment of the $10 million allo-
cated to 35 eligible states to implement re-
quirements under the EPA’s Beach Guidance
document.

“This is a great opportunity for Maryland
and its counties to significantly enhance our
current recreational waters monitoring pro-
gram,” said Grove.  “Portions of this money
are to be passed on to counties to develop
beach monitoring and public notification pi-
lot programs.  Funds will also be used to
upgrade information technology and data-
base management systems to provide both
the counties and the public with more com-
prehensive and up-to-date information on
the water quality conditions at bathing
beaches.”

The first step in achieving these goals is
the evaluation of existing beach monitoring
programs to identify where such funding can

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tribute to unhealthy ozone concentrations
within the state.

Attorney prosecuting federal criminal
and civil rights cases, a trial attorney for
the U.S. Justice Department’s environ-
mental defense section and served as a
legal instructor.

Thirty-one high school students from
schools across central Maryland created
sculptures made from reused or recycled
materials for exhibition and judging. Sculp-
tures were judged on creativity, use of re-
cycled materials, and overall appearance.
The sculpture contest challenged students
to innovatively and artistically use recycled
materials as a solution to waste reduction.

Judges Rebecca Bell, a Maryland Depart-
ment of Education Environmental Educa-
tion Specialist; Steve Kullen, America Re-
cycles Day National Program Manager; and
Tim Tooten, WBAL-TV 11’s Education
Reporter, had the task of determining the
winners and honorable mentions in the
contest held Nov.12 at the American Vi-
sionary Art Museum located on Key High-
way in Baltimore.

Students, singly and in teams, created
sculptures using a range of materials in-
cluding compact discs, cardboard, car parts,
plastic bottles, and even a toilet.

Event sponsors, the American Plastics
Council, Best Buy, Maryland Soft Drink

Association, Panasonic (Matsushita Elec-
tric Corporation of America), Sharp, Waste
Management and WBAL-TV, provided
prizes, refreshments, decorations costs of
the facility for the competition.

The top sculptor was Kate Burns, a stu-
dent from Montgomery County’s James
Hubert Blake High School.  It took her two
months to create the winning sculpture, a
bronze colored tree made from chicken wire,
newspaper, plywood, broom bristles, tin-
foil, plexiglass, sea glass, candy wrappers,
and ice cream cartons.  “I found the materi-
als for my sculpture from my teachers’ sup-
plies and school supply closets,” she said.
“I found the sea glass washed up on the
beaches and some of the other material on
the side of the road.” Burns received $500
for her winning artwork.

In the category of best use of materials,
the winning artist was Jen Berkow, a stu-
dent from Carroll County’s Westminister
High School.  Her sculpture, an abstract
work, was made from soda cans, thread,
milk carton, wood beams, wood scraps, old
drill bit, chicken wire, spackle, wiring, and
old nails.  “My grandfather who is a wood-
worker gave me all of the materials for the
sculptures,” Berkow explained.  She was
awarded a digital camera.

“This event generated a tremendous
amount of enthusiasm from the students,
their parents and teachers,” said contest
coordinator Regina Rochez. “It was a
unique experience to be part of all this cre-
ativity while combining art, education, and
preservation of our environment through
recycling.”

The contest’s organizers hope to repeat
the event annually around America Re-
cycles Day.

Other participating artists were from the
Patapsco High School Center for Arts in
Baltimore County, Suitland High School in
Prince George’s County, Albert Einstein
High School in Montgomery County, Ab-

erdeen High School in Harford County and
Old Mill High School in Anne Arundel
County.

“MDE encourages recycling of all mate-
rials because of the environmental and eco-
nomic benefits that recycling provides,”
said Richard Collins, director of MDE’s
Waste Management Administration. “The
‘Rethink Recycling’ sculpture contest is
just one of the avenues MDE uses to edu-
cate and empower students and the gen-
eral public to reuse and recycle materials
that would have otherwise gone to the land-
fill.”

MDE emphasizes public education and
awareness on source reduction and recy-
cling through outreach efforts such as
classroom instruction, community events,
and advertising.

best be used and where additional funding is
necessary.  Some county programs already meet
many of the requirements of the guidance docu-
ment, and the state as a whole has already
adopted the new biological indicators rec-
ommended by the EPA.

Later steps in the process incorporate
standardized monitoring protocols, mod-
ernized data collection and data manage-
ment practices including electronic data trans-
fer capabilities, and upgrading the public no-
tification process. “Updating our data man-
agement practices and modernizing how we
share and communicate that data will serve
to better inform the public of possible envi-
ronmental hazards, assuring safe beaches for
our swimmers,” Grove added. “Before
Maryland’s statewide program is finalized,
the public will have a chance to voice their
opinions and concerns.”

MDE  sponsored a Dec. 9 workshop to

bring together the various federal, state and
local agencies and introduce the new beach
guidelines.  The main objectives of the work-
shop are to accelerate the dialogue be-
tween agencies and the planning of
Maryland’s version of the guidelines.

Upcoming milestones in the state’s
beach programs include the funding of pi-
lot projects by spring 2003.  “As the pro-
gram progresses and evolves, beach-goers
can be assured that MDE remains commit-
ted to the protection of the beach-going
public and the preservation of pollution-
free waterways,” Grove concluded. “Pub-
lic cooperation and assistance is also a key
component.”

Properly maintained  septic systems and
an informed public aware of potential haz-
ards, will go a long way towards prevent-
ing contaminated waters and minimizing dis-
ease risk.

sions on Ozone Action Days.   The Balti-
more facility, featured in the October 2001
issue of the MDEnvironment, eliminated all
Class II Ozone depleting chemicals in 2001,
and reduced their hazardous waste by 19
percent, exceeding their target objective by
9 percent. This produced a savings of $5,000.
Lockheed also reduced their solid waste gen-
eration by 34 percent and implemented a card-
board recycling program.  The total amount
of waste recycled at their facility in 2001 was
59 tons.

The National Institutes of Health, located
in Bethesda, Maryland, is the winner of the
Significant Achievement Award for Govern-
ment Facilities and was featured in the May

In addition to wish-
ing you a happy and safe holiday season,
the Maryland Department of the Environ-
ment (MDE), Waste Management Admin-
istration offers some suggestions on how
to have more environmentally friendly holi-
days.

• Make ornaments by recycling CDs.
Decorate the shiny side of a CD with glitter
glue designs and cover the other side with
old wrapping paper or wallpaper. Slip a
decorative string through the middle and
create a loop for hanging.

• Make gift containers. Recycle coffee
cans, film canisters, or cardboard boxes as
gift containers.

In 2001, NIH launched the Mad as a
Hatter? Campaign for a Mercury Free
NIH. This ongoing campaign has already
led to the replacement of several thousand
additional mercury thermometers and the
increased use of alternatives for biomedi-

cal reagents containing mercury.
